Jolly Roger, who will bs ridden 
by Boland in the Montgomery Handicap, worked 
a mils on Wednesday in 1:474. He is getting a 
good preparation for the event, 

“It is expected that Spencer and Jenkins, who 
are now at Hot Springs, will stop over here and 
ride at the meeting. 

“B. J. Scoggsn todey received a telegraphic 
inquiry from the Jeekey Clnb stating that his 
mn away boy Ransom, had applied for a license. 
Mr. Seoggan turned hie contract with Ransom 
over to Captain Bees, and the latter ha. ordered 
the boy to report here within ten days or suffer 
tbe po nalty cf the western rales— ruling off the 
turf.” 

A very exciting night was spent by the stable 
hands in charge of tbe strings of Tom Msgee 
and Frank Reagan on the Sonthern road near 
Charlotte, N. C., last Wednesday. While the 
train was moving at foil speed tbe herses broke 
down their frail stall and a stampede occurred. 
The stable boys tried to control the frightened 
animals, hot found they had a bard job on their 
bands and the train had to bs stopped. The 
trainmen with mneh difiicnlty resened the men 
from tbe cars. Tbe horses were then led ont 
into the darkness and again became onmanage- 
able. Dr. Vaughan ran away and hae net yet 
been heard from. Gas Banther, one of tbe 
trainers, was knocked down by tbe thorongh- 
brads in their mad Sight and had to be sent to 
a hospital. 

The horses on tbe car were Alez, Sempire, 
Daisy Chain, Gray Dally, Blarney Prince, be- 
longing to Mr. Reagan, and Wolhnrst.

At Albany, Tbnrsday, the assembly, by a vote 
of 79 to 12, passed tbe Sanders bill to close np 
poolrooms. The bill is short and to the point. 

According to the provisions of the bill, guilty 
persons may be charged with committing a mis- 
demeanor and fined $50 for the first offense and 
for tbe second shall be adjudged gnilty of a 
felony, fined $2,0C0 and be imprisoned for not 
less than two years, These may be affected by 
tbe bill : 

Any corporation or association, or tbe officers 
^hereof, who fornish information to any person 



engaged in pool selling or bookmaking at any 
time or place; telegraph companiee and tele- 
graph operators; ticker companies, bucket 
shop keepers, race tracks. 

A number of prominent horse-racing people, 
seen relative to tbe (ffect (he Sanders bill will 
have DO bookmaking at the tracks, were snr- 
prited that each a bill eziated. Naturally none 
of them would speak cn the subject. They did 
not think, however, that the bill would stop 
bettirg at the track. 

“If it did,” they said, “we would certainly 
have beard of it, and yon can bet there would 
have been a big fight somewhere.” 

Assemblyman Sanders said: 

“My bill will practically prohibit betting in 
tbe poolrocme. That is the root of the entire 
evil. It will bs destroyed by this bill. If the 
poolrooms cannot get information from the 
tracks showing tbe rasclts of the races, as well 
as tbe flnetnatioDS and odds given on thehorsee 
in the betting ring, they will have to give up 
hnsinesB. 

“It will do sway with tbe nnisanco of tbs 
army of toots and broken-down sports who 
prey npon tbe fTequenters of the poolrooms. I 
do not believe that ibis law will abolish bet- 
tit 2 g at tbe race trecks, bat if it shonld be so 
const med it woe Id give me great pleasnre. I 
think the bill will pass the Senate.”
